The  RLP

Finals  are  coming  up  (about  weeks,  isn’t  it?),  so 
I thought  I’d  go  to  the  Library  to  study  my  notes. 

This  was  my  first  time  in  the  Library,  and  I was  abso- 
lutely amazed.  There  are  five  levels — three  above  ground 
and  two  below.  I learned  some  interesting  stuff  from  one 
of  the  librarians:

Looking  around  furtively,  the  librarian  continued  in  a 
whisper : “Ever  since  Utah  Lake  was  sold,  the  Biology  and 
Zoology  Departments  have  complained.  They  needed  an- 
other good  place  to  raise  their  plant  and  animal  life.  After 
much  discussion,  we  decided  to  give  them  a Special  Room 
in  the  library  for  that  purpose.  To  create  the  proper  en- 
vironment, we  had  to  turn  the  Library  into  a Greenhouse. 
Now,  by  properly  controlling  the  temperature  and  humidity, 
we  have  made  the  Zo  people  happy.” 

“What  is  the  required  temperature?”  I asked. 

“98.6  degrees  Farenheit,”  the  man  whispered. 

“What  are  they  raising?”  I demanded,  getting  a little 
scared.

But  now' 
they  can’t  make  up  their  minds.  Most  of  them  wanted  1,000- 
pound  weights.  But  some  Smoot  Building  people  want  2,000- 
pound  weights. 

“Why?”  I asked. 

“They  think  they  fall  twice  as  fast.”

The  Library:  Peace  And  Qaiet? 


As  the  time  for  final  examinations 
draws  near,  it  might  be  appropriate  to  ex- 
amine the  behavior  of  many  students  in 
the  J.  Reuben  Clark  Library. 

Presently>  those  using  the  library  are 
not  using  it  for  its  primary  purix)se:  as  a 
study  center.  Instead,  it  is  seiwing  as  the 
“in”  place  to  go  to  talk,  socialize  and  see 
friends. 

Todd  Christofferson,  V.P.  of  Academics, 
has  said  his,  office  has  recently  been  inun- 
dated ;with  complaints,,  from  faculty  mem- 
bei’s  and  students  regarding  the  lack  of  an 
academic  atmosphere  in  the  library. 

His  office  has  come  up  with  three  sug- 
gestions for  improving  the  conditions : 

1.  Attach  a real  stigma  to  unruly  be- 
havior in  the  library.  Instead  of  tolerating 
such  activity  with  a patient  grimace,  stu- 
dents should  make  the  offenders  aware 
that  their  behavior  indicates  a lack  of  ser- 
ious intellectual  activity  and  a lack  of  cour- 
tesy towards  fellow  students. 


2.  Give  library  employees  the  authori 
to  ask  those  disturbing  the  peace  of  \ 
library  to  leave.  Students  and  faculty 
the  library  should  take  the  initiative  al 
ask  disturbers  to  refrain  from  interruptil 
the  intellectual  pursuits  of  the  others. 

3.  Talking  is  unnecessary,  and  sliou 
not  be  tolerated  in  the  actual  study  areas;; 
wave  of  the  hand  or  nod  of  the  head: 
certainly  an  acceptable  greeting  within  d 
library,  and  necessary  conversations  ml 
find  their  place  in  the  stair  well  areas,  whii 
are  convenient  spots  on  all  floors. 

We  concur  w’ith  Todd  and  his  office 
these  suggestions,  especially  with  final  d 
ams  coming  up  so  soon.  Many  students  r€ 
on  the  library  as  a study  area  because) 
noise  and  other  disturbances  in  their  hou| 
ing  areas. 

It  would  be  fitting  for  all  students 
recognize  the  needs  of  others,  and  use 
library  as  it  was  meant  to  be  used:  as 
study  facility,  and  not  as  a social  hall.

Utah  Lake  Study  Set

Nine  faculty  members  from  BYU 
will  analyze  Utah  Lake’s  pollution 
. problem  starting  June  1. 

Throughout  the  summer  the  team 
will  take  21  samples  twice  a week 
from  various  sites  around  the  lake. 
These  samples  will  be  analyzed 
for  their  content. 

Involved  in  the  research  are  Dr. 
David  A.  White,  zoology;  Dr.  Mor- 
ris S.  Petersen,  geology;  Dr.  Rus- 
. sell  N.  Horiuchi,  geography;  Dr. 
James  R.  Barton,  civil  engineering 
and  Dr.  Sheril  D.  Barton,  bacteri- 
ology. 

Also  donating  their  time  to  the 
public  service  project  are  Dr.  Dav- 
id L.  Hanks,  botany;  Dr.  Perron 
L.  Anderson,  zoology  and  Dr.  Jer- 
ald S.  Bradshaw,  chemistry. 

BIOLOGY  INSTITUTE 

The  pollution  study  falls  under 
the  auspices  of  the  “Institue  for 
Biology”  and  is  headed  by  Dr. 
Dorald  M.  Allred  of  the  Zoology 
Department. 

The  study,  running  over  a three 
year  period,  will  include  chemical 


and  organic  tests  which  will  be 
compiled  in  a factual  report. 

Working  in  conjunction  with  the 
team  are  the  Utah  County  Com- 
mission and  Utah  Health  Labora- 
tory. 

“We  will  take  some  samples  of 
plant  life,”  said  Dr.  White.  “Cer- 
tain plants  cannot  survive  in  pol- 
lution. We  can  tell  the  extent  of 
the  problem  by  the  species  we  get.” 

Part  of  the  study  includes  fish- 
ing. 

PARASITES 

Analyzing  fish  will  reveal  any 
parasites  that  humans  might  eat. 

Dr.  While  indicated  that  some 
students  contribute  to  the  pollution 
problem  as  well. 

“The  big  sport  now  is  killing 
the  carp  fish  by  shooting  or  hitting 
them  on  the  head,”  he  related, 
“And  then,  the  fish  generally  are 
left  laying  around  on  the  ground 
in  the  hot  sun.  This  creates  the 
rankest  smell  imaginable.” 

VANDALISM 

Although  the  professors  are  work- 
ing on  the  project  without  salary, 
students  involved  in  the  research 
will  receive  wages. 


“Our  biggest  problem,”  com- 
ments Dr.  White,  “is  the  vandal- 
ism on  our  equipment  at  the  lake. 
We  once  found  our  floating  dock 
floating  in  the  middle  of  the  lake.” 

The  popular  sport  of  boating  has 
provided  a source  of  pollution  ac- 
cording to  Dr.  White. 

“For  every  hour  a boat  motors 
on  the  lake,  one  pint  of  oil  is  left 
in  the  water,”  he  concluded.
